WHEREAS, reliable information has been received from the Court 
that the discussion which took place with the above named person was 
as a private citizen as far a the Court was concerned and that no verbal 
approval of the Court had been given or could be given, therefore be it 


RESOLVED that the following committee, Carl E. Taylor, Charles A. 
Chandler, William O. Emerson and Henry A. Smith, be appointed to 
proceed to the office of Mr. H. B. Carruth, manager of said Brown 
Company, in charge of operations in Berlin, accompanied by the Fiscal 
Agent and an effort be made to have the amount of money paid by the 
county of Coos for services of the deputy sheriffs above mentioned 
refunded to the treasurer of the county of Coos, and be it further 
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RESOLVED that, if necessary, this committee be empowered to 
interview the Honorable Court and that the expense of such interview be 
paid from county funds. 

The motion was carried by voice vote. 

Mr. Schurman moved to have Mr. Tillington of the Brown Company 
appear and tell what he knows about the matter, then withdrew his 
motion and called for the previous question, H. B. 168. Roll call showed 
the following 17 voting yes: Hinchey, Smith, Boulay, Lazure, Trottier, 
Christiansen, Dugas, Bailey, Cummings, Emerson, Chandler, Fraser, 
Kimball, Morris, Schurman, Fogg and Martin.

The Coos County Delegation met in room 120, State House Annex, 
at 1 P. M. to hear the report of the special committee that went to the 
County Farm. 

Chairman Mason said she hoped that Dr. Nadig would be paid for 
his trip to the County Farm. On motion of Mr. Fraser, seconded by 
Mr. Baker of Berlin, it was voted that Dr. Nadig be reimbursed. 

Mr. Thomas read the report of the special committee which inspected 
the County Farm, as follows: 

Coos County Delegation: 

Your committee, which was appointed to inspected the County Farm, 
met at the County Farm on Saturday, May 8, for the purpose of inspection. 
Superintendent Stevens met the committee and was our guide through 
the various buildings. 

At the County Farm we found 20 women and 32 men inmates who 
were apparently comfortable. The buildings and equipment were in a 
good, clean condition. 

In the County Hospital we found 4 women and 19 men inmates who 
seemed to be well taken care of. The inmate part of the hospital, both 
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the building and equipment, appeared to be in a very clean and favorable 
condition. The part of the hospital where paying patients were was very 
clean and as comfortable as hospitals are. 


, In the House of Correction we found 20 men inmates who were as 
comfortable as one could expect in a place of this sort. The buildings 
and equipment here also were found clean and in a favorable condition. 


The County Jail was also inspected. We found no commitments 
here, and the building and equipment were found to be clean and also in 
a favorable condition. 


The Barn was inspected, also the stock. The barn seemed to be 
kept up in a favorable manner and the stock also seemed to be well 
taken care of and in good condition. 


The Piggery was well stocked and in good condition, both stock and 
building. 

The Boiler House and boilers were also inspected. We found the 
wood burning boiler in not as good a condition as the coal burning 
boiler. We saw the pump that the delegation voted to repair. 


The various storehouses were found to be well stocked with medical, 
food and operating supplies. 

Your committee made a thorough inspection of all the buildings and 
grounds and the following is the committee recomendations: 


1. That bids be advertised for the pump repairs, reserving the right 
to accept or reject any or all bids. 


2. When new boilers are to be considered for the Farm, serious 
consideration should be given to the erection of a new boiler house in a 
location nearer to the main building, thereby increasing the efficiency of 
the plant. 


3. That a copy of this report be printed in the Coos County Report 
and copies of this report be mailed to the following: County Chairman, 
Fiscal Agent, County Commissioners and the Superintendent of County 
Farm. 


Sincere thanks are extended to Superintendent Don Stevens for the 
courteous and efficient manner in which he conducted this tour of 
inspection. . 

To Miss Corliss, who acted as hostess in the absence of Mrs. Don 
Stevens, also many thanks for the very pleasant and enjoyable dinner 
that was served to us. 


Sincere thanks are also given to all others who assisted in the 
inspection. 
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Mr. Seymour of Carroll moved that the report be accepted. Mrs. 
Morris of Lancaster offered an amendment that the report be placed on 
file and printed in the newspapers. 

The Chair stated that the Fiscal Agent, Mr. Morin, wanted to know 
what the county wished to do with a house it owned in Gorham.

Report of Fiscal Agent 


To the Citizens of Coos County: 


I herewith present the annual reports of the various departments of 
Coos County for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1943. 


I am glad to be able to report to the tax-payers that in keeping with 
our purpose to reach a “pay-as-you-go” goal, a balance is reported of 
$53,545.46 below the total amount called for in the budget for the year. 
Thus a desired general decrease in the City and County taxes will result. 


Foreseeing a pressing wood shortage, we made plans to secure a 
wood reserve and this has proved to bea blessing to many of our people. 


It will be noted in the report that the County debt, which has been 
decreased annually, has this year been reduced to an all-time low so that 
the present debt amounts to $188,481.91. 


The office staff has been reduced until we are now operating with 
efficiency with five employees, the number having been decreased from 
ten since 1941. ¥ 


I should like to express my gratitude to all who have co-operated 
with us including the U. S. Employment Service, members of the 
County Delegation, Mr. and Mrs. Don Stevens of Stewartstown and the 
various City and County officials as well as the members of the office 
staff. 


Still having in mind a program of efficiency and economy, we are 
glad again this year, as last, to report such a large balance on hand as 
mentioned above and to assure the citizens of Coos County that we are 
determined to fulfil the duties of the Fiscal Agent’s Office with the least 
possible expenditure and in as economic a manner as may be possible.

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 82, Section 27, of the 
Revised Laws, the biennial audit and examination of the accounts of Coos 
County has been made by the Division of Municipal Accounting of the 
State Tax Commission. The period covered was from July 25, 1941 to 
October 31, 1943. 

Submitted herewith is the report of this audit, including Exhibits and 
Schedules as hereafter listed. 


Scope of Audit 


Included in the audit and-examination were the accounts and records 
of the County Fiscal Agent, County Treasurer, Clerk of the Superior 
Court and Superintendent of the County Farm. 


Finances 
Comparative Balance Sheets—As Revised: (Exhibit I) 
Comparative balance sheets, as of December 31, 1941 and December 
31, 1942, are presented in Exhibit I. These indicate that the Net Debt 
was reduced from $258,841.37 to $209,696.11, a decrease of $49,145.26 during 
the year. 
The balance sheets, as presented herewith, were revised as follows: 
(1) “Outstanding Bills” include only bills incurred prior to December 
Ist. 
(2) Balance due on Farm Bureau appropriation included in 
“Accounts Owed by the County.” 
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The fiscal year of all Counties is from January Ist to December 3lst, 
and, inasmuch as the Counties operate on a cash rather than accrual 
basis, the annual budget is made to cover expenditures during the fiscal 
period. The usual procedure is to pay bills in the month following 
that in which they are incurred. Consequently expenditures during the 
fiscal year January Ist to December 3lst, are made on account of bills 
contracted from December Ist to November 30th. It follows therefor 
that bills contracted in December are paid during the first month of the 
next fiscal year and are charged against the next year’s appropriations. 
For this reason such accounts should not be included as “Accounts 
Payable” in the Balance Sheet as of December 3lst. However, any bills 
contracted prior to December lst, payment of which should have been 
made in the fiscal year but which is actually delayed until the next fiscal 
year, should be reported as “Accounts Payable.” 


Bonded Debt and Annual Maturities: (Exhibit IJ) 


As indicated by Exhibits I and II, the bonded debt of the County, as 
of December 31, 1942, amounted to $230,000.00. 

In addition to the general indebtedness of the County, as stated 
therein, there were two issues of notes which, while obligations of the 
County, were offset by notes of similar amounts given to the County by 
the Groveton Papers Company. As of December 31, 1942, there was 
outstanding: 


{1) Refunding Notes (with State guarantee)—-$456,000.00. Payable 
1943-1950, inclusive, at the rate of $57,000.00 a year. County holds 
note of Groveton Papers Company, secured by morgage, in the 
amount of $456,000.00, payable in like amounts during the same 
period. 

(2) Emergency Note {to finance pulpwood—$180,000.00 operations ot 
Groveton Papers Company) payable November 1, 1944. Under 
terms of contract the County is to be reimbursed, prior to this 
date, by the Groveton Papers Company, both as to the principal 
amount of the note and interest thereon. 


Inasmuch as the indebtedness represented by these notes was not 
incurred, to finance the regular functions of County government and will 
not have to be paid through the levying of County taxes, as other 
provisions are herein stated are made to meet maturing notes and interest, 
it should not be taken in to account when arriving at the Net Debt. 


In future balance sheets it is suggested that the amount of outstand- 
ing notes, issued on account of the Groveton Papers Company, be omitted 
therefrom and included in a supplemental statement similar to the one 
appearing in Exhibit I of this report. 
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County Tax Apportionment—Seven Year Period: (Exhibit III) 

The apportionment of County Taxes by towns during the years 1937 
to 1943, inclusive, is shown in this Exhibit. From a County Tax of 
$500,000.00, in 1939, the County Tax has dropped to $280,000.00 in the 
current year—1943. 

Receipts and Expenditures—1933 to 1942, inclusive: (Exhibit IV) 

Summaries of receipts and expenditures, classified in accordance with 
the uniform classification of accounts, for the years 1933 to 1942 inclusive, 
are presented in Exhibit IV. 


Comparative Statements of Appropriations and Expenditures 
Estimated and Actual Revenues—-1941 - 1942: (Schedule A, B, C&D) 

In the year ended December 31, 1941, a net deficit of actual revenues 
as compared to estimated revenues of $58.11, and a net overdraft of 
appropriations of $38,756.75, resulted in a net budget deficit of $38,814.86. 

In the year ended December 31, 1942, an excess of actual over 
estimated revenues of $3,001.14, and a net unexpended balance of appro- 
priations of $5,458.92, resulted in a net budget surplus for that year of 
$8,460.06. 


Reconciliation of Change in Financial Condition: (Schedule E) 

During the fiscal year ended December 31, 1942, the Net Debt of the 
County decreased by $49,145.26. The factors influencing this change in 
financial condition are set forth in Schedule E. 


Accounts of Fiscal Agent and Treasurer 


The vouchers and supporting invoices were examined and found to 
be in agreement with the checks issued by the fiscal agent in payment 
thereof. The checks were signed by the fiscal agent and county 
treasurer. Classification of expenditures was noted. 

Totals of receipts and expenditures, as indicated by the Treasurer’s 
records, were verified. The Treasurer’s balance as of October 31, 1943, 
was in agreement with the total funds on deposit in the several 
depository banks as indicated by Schedule G-1. 


Clerk of the Superior Court 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of Court of Coos 
County were examined. Court orders issued by the Clerk were support- 
ed by invoices, vouchers and payrolls bearing the approval of a Superior 
Court Justice. : 


County Farm 


An examination was made of the accounts of the County Farm and 
Hospital. Income received by the Institution was properly accounted for. 
A complete listing was made of the accounts receivable of the County 
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Farm and Hospital, a summary of which appears in'Schedule H. The 
total accounts receivable as of November 8, 1943, amounted to $6,489.01. 
This was made up of 1943 accounts amounting to $2,927.30, and prior 
years’ accounts of $3,561.71. 

Although the percentage of unpaid accounts is small in comparison 
with the total amount charged in the various years, continued efforts 
should be made to bring about the prompt settlement of accounts as soon 
after the charge is incurred as possible. Monthly statements should be 
sent for the first three or four months, after which other measures may 
be taken to enforce collections. 


General Comments 
Balance Sheets—Inclusion of Accounts Receivable of 
County Farm and Hospital: 

It is recomended that in the future the accounts receivable of the 
County Farm and Hospital, as of December 31st, be included as an asset 
item in the balance sheet. Because of the fact, however, that such 
accounts go back over a period of years, a reserve for estimated losses 
on uncollectible accounts should be deducted from the total accounts 
receivable to obtain a net amount which may be considered a wholly 

liquid asset. 

This account, as of the date of audit, could be set up for balance 
sheet purposes as follows:

In this instance the amount of 1941 and prior years’ accounts was 
used as a basis for arriving at the amount to be deducted as a reserve 
for estimated losses. 


Relief Orders and Bills: 

Some difficulty has been experienced in the matter of getting doctors 
to submit their bills promptly. In many cases months may elapse 
between the time when the service is rendered to a relief case and the 

a 
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presentation of a bill. In at least one case a physician has not 
presented a bill to the County for several years, despite the fact that he 
regularly attends County relief patients. 


A definite policy should be adopted relative to the rendering of 
bills by doctors on a monthly basis for two reasons: 


(1) In order that the accuracy of the charges may be checked. 


(2) That the current year’s budget may not be upset by CHAE SS 
apart it for medical services of prior years. 


Re eniptten from Federal Excise Taxes: 


Under the provisions of the 1942 Revenue Act, states and sub- 
divisions of local government are exempted from the payment of excise 
taxes levied on purchases of certain commodities by the federal govern- 
ment. The exemption also applies to the transportation of property. A 
schedule indicating those commodities on which exemption may be 
claimed is included herewith. 


When making purchases of materials or equipment such as refriger- 
ators, washing machines and other electrical appliances; tires, tubes, 
gasoline, lubricating oils, automobile parts, accessories, etc., the invoice 
should indicate the gross price, amount of excise tax included and the 
net price of the equipment or materials purchased. Exemption certificates 
should be filed to avoid payment of the tax. 


Competitive Bidding: 

Chapter 108 of the Session Laws of 1941 provide that “Any purchase 
of equipment or materials made by a county in an amount exceeding 
fifty dollars shall be by competitive bidding, provided that the county 
commissioners by unanimous vote may .waive the provisions for such 
bidding.” 

In order that the interpretation of this law may be clarified the 
following question was asked the Attorney-General Frank R. Kenison: 


“In your opinion does this act apply in cases where orders are made 
up of different articles, the total amount of which exceeds fifty dollars? 
This might apply to groceries, provisions, clothing or grain for the 
County Farm, medical supplies.for the Hospital or any other merchandise 
purchased by the County.” 

The Attorney-General has ruled as follows: 

“Your second inquiry is whether or not Laws 1941 c. 108 requiring 
competitive bidding in purchases made by County Commissioners. 
applies to groceries, provisions, clothing, grain, medical supplies and 
other merchandise purchased by the County. The law, Public Laws c. 38 s. 
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7a (Laws 1941 c. 108) requires competitive bidding for ‘any purchase of 
equipment or materials’. This quoted phrase has no technical meaning 
and is to be interpreted broadly to effectuate its purpose. A narrow 
construction of the quoted phrase ‘equipment or materials’ would be 
contrary to the legislative intention and would emasculate the purpose of 
the statute. The act is intended to apply to any purchase including 
these purchases mentioned in your inquiry. Nor can the dictate of the 
statute be avoided by consciously and deliberately making consecutive 
purchases of less than fifty dollars in order to avoid competitive bidding. 
The fifty dollar limitation was intended to take care of purchases which 
were made occasionally and was not intended to be a device by which 
the purpose of the act could be frustrated. The statute does not define 
competitive bidding but it has been interpreted generally to mean a bona 
fide attempt to obtain offers or bids from several sources in order that 
the county may benefit by the lowest price. Since the statute does not 
determine the manner of ascertaining these offers and bids, it rests with 
the sound discretion of the County Commissioners as to whether the bids 
will be in writing and the form which they will take. In cases where 
competitive bidding cannot fulfill its purpose, it may be waived by 
unanimous vote of the County Commissioners duly recorded in their 
offices, together with a statement of the reasons therefor, which are open 
to public inspection at all reasonable hours.” 

We did not find that bids in writing were requested or submitted in 
connection with the purchases of materials and supplies by the County 
during the period covered by the audit. Although it is realized that 
under present conditions there may be cases where it is not possible or 
practical to secure bids, an attempt should be made or the reason for 
failure to do so clearly stated. It is our feeling that the intent of the law 
was to require competitive bidding in each specific instance where the 
purchase of goods or materials exceeds fifty dollars in amount. A copy 
of a form suitable for this purpose is included herewith. 


. Conclusion: 

The accounts and records of all County Officials which were 
examined were found in good condition and the accounting procedure, 
with exceptions as noted herein, conformed to the standard procedure 
prescribed by this Division. 

Section 31 of Chapter 211, Laws of 1939, provides that: 

“Upon the completion of each audit, as herein provided, a report 
thereof shall be made to the proper local officials, and a copy of such 
report or a summary of its essential features shall be published in the * 
next annual report of the county, city, town, school district, village 
district or precinct concerned.” 
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In accordance with the provisions of this law, therefore, this letter of 
transmittal should be printed in the next annual County report. The 
inclusion of Exhibits and Schedules is optional. :
